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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Eric Franklin on September 12, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: cancel claims 7 - 31 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 - 6 & 32 - 37 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The nearest prior art is Carter, Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,218,680) and Kordina 
et al. (Appl. Phys. Lett. 66 (2), January 1995). 

5. The instant application claims "a uniform single crystal silicon carbide wafer with 
either an n-type or a p-type conductivity, wherein the crystal has a net carrier 
concentration less than 10^^ cm"^ and a carrier lifetime of at least 50 ns at room 
temperature, wherein the single crystal is a wafer". These limitations are not obvious 
over the prior art. Carter, Jr. et al. disclose carrier concentrations within applications 
range. However, Carter, Jr. et al. are silent in regard to the carrier lifetime. Kordina et 
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al. disclose a silicon carbide epitaxial layer substrate applied to a silicon carbide single 
crystal with a carrier lifetime of 0.45 ps (450 ns). However, Kordina et al. do not 
disclose the carrier lifetime for a uniform single crystal silicon carbide wafer. Therefore, 
based on the nearest prior art, one would not expect a uniform single crystal silicon 
carbide wafer with a carrier lifetime of greater than 50 ns.
